Is Catholique Majeſtie had given comandemen, that 
preſently upon the return of Seigneur Gondomar his 
Leiger Embaſlador from England, (1618) a ſpeciall 
meting of all the principal States'of Spaine(who were 
of his Counſel) rogither with the Preſidents of the Counſel 
ef Caſtile,of Arragon,of Traly,of Portugall,of the Indies,of rhe 
T reaſure,of Warre,and eſpecially of the holy Inquilitio,ſhould 
be held ar Mouſon in Arragon , the Duke of Lerma being ap- 
pointed Preſident, Who ſhould make declaration of his Ma- 
jeſties pleaſure, take account of the Embafladors ſer vice, and 
conſult rouching the ſtate and religion reſpeQtively, to giue (a- 
tiftation to Mikes cs Nuntio, =. was dilired 'to —_— one 
in this atſembly concerning certaine overtures of peace and a» 
mitie with the Engliſh and other Catholike proicas, which 
might ingender ſuſpition and jealoulie berwixt the Pope & 
his Maicſtie,if the miſtery were not unfolded and the grond of 
thoſe counſels diſcovered aforehand, 
This made all men expe the Embaſlſadours rerurne with 2 
kinde of longing,that they might behold the yllue of chis mee- 
ting,and ſee whac good for the Catholike cauſe the Embatla- 
dors imployment had cffced in England, anſwerable to the 
gcnerall opinion conceived of his wiſdome, and what furcher 
proie& would be ſet on foor to become marter for publike diſ- 
courſe. | 
At length he arrived and had preſent notice given him from 
his Majeſtie, that before he came to Court he ſhould give up 
his account tothis a{ſemblie. Which command he gladly recet- 
ved as an carneſt of his acceptable ſcrvice, and gave thanks that 
for his honour he might publiſh himiſelt in ſo judicious a pre- 
ſence. 
.. He came firſt upon the day appointed to the Counſell cham- 
ber (exc.the Secr.) not long after all the Counſel! of ſtate and 


the preſidents mer, there wanted onely the Duke of Lerma .

the Popes Nuntio who were the head and feet of all the aſſem- 
ble. Theſe twoo ſtayed long away for divers reſpets,The Nun-

ches might be full to obſerve him at his — 

The Duke of Lerma to cxprelle the authoritie & dignitie of 
his owne perſon , and; to ſhew houw a ſervant pur in place of 
his maſter, exa&ts more ſervice of his fellow ſervants then 
the maſter himſelfe. Theſe two ſtayed ril all the reſt were weary

fel ſer)launched forth and came to roade 1n the Counſel cham- 
ber, where (afrer mutuall diſcharge of duetie from the compa- 
ny and bleſſing upon it from him) he fare downe in ſolemne 


filence,gricving ar his overſight when he {aw the Duke of Ler- 


ma abſcnt, with whom he ſtrove as a competitor for Pompe 


and Glorie. ny 
"The Duke had ſent before, & underſtood of the Nuntios 


being there, and ſtayed ſomething the longer that his boJdneg 


mighr be obſerved, wherein hc had his delire , for the Nuntio: 
having a while patiently driven away che time with ſeverall 
complemets to ſeveral] 3 0 IE now almoſt run his court- 
ſhip out of breath, bur t 1arthe Duke of Villa Hermoſa (prelt- 
denr of the counſel of Arragon)fed his. humor by the diſcharge 
of his owne diſcontentment , upon occalion of the Duke 
of Lerma his abſence , and beckned Seigncur Gondomor to 
him,ufing thisſpecch 1 the hearing of the Nuntio after a {por- 
ting manner: 

How unhappie are the people where you have been, firft 
for their ſoules, being heretiques z then for their cſtares,where 
the name of a favourite is fo tamliar ? how happie is our ſkate, 
where the keyes of life and death are fo-eaſely come by, (poyn- 
ting at the Nuntio)hanging at svery rchgious pirdle,and wher 
the doore of juſtice and mercie ſtand equally open to all men 
without reſpect of perſons? the Embaſſador: knew this Ironi- 
call ſtroke,to be intented as a by blow ar the Nuntio, bur fally 
attche Duke of Lerma(whoſegreatnes bega now to wax heavy, 
rowards declenſion) and thertore he returned this anſwer: your 
exccllencie knowerh the ſtace is bappic where. wiſe: favorites 
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governe Kings if the Kings themſelves be fooliſh , or where 
wiſe Kings are, who having favorites! whether fooliſh or of the 
wijſcr ſort wall not yer be governed/by chem. The ftate of Eng- 
land, (howloever you heare of it in Spayne or. Roome). is. roo 
Happie in the laſt kinde : They need; nor mmuch.care what the 
favorice be (though for the moſt part. he betuch as prevents all

Among Chriſtians the defender of the faith was a glorious 
file, whilft the King to whom it was given by his holynes,con- 
tinued worthy of it. Bur he ſtood not in the trueth,neither yer 
=_ thoſe that ſucceed him. And beſide it was no great thing to be 
b. called what every Chriſti ought to be, defender of the faith,no 
= more then to be ſtiled with France,the moſt. Chriſtian King, 
wherein he hath the greatcſt part of his ticle comm© with moſt 
Chriſtians. The Empcrour of Ruſha, Rome, Germany,extend

This 1 affirme, that fince there ca be no ſecurity, but ſuch prin- 
ces though now Romiſh Catholiques, may turne heretiques 
hereafter ; my aimes have ever been to make proficofall, & ro. 
make my maſter, malter of al, whois a faithful & conſtant ſon=- 
ne of his mother Rome. And to this end Ibehold che ende- 
vours of our Kings of happy memoric, hovy they haue achie- 
ved kingdomes and conqueſts by this policy,rather the by ope 
hoſtilicy,and that without difference , as wel from their allies 
and kinsfolks,men of the ſame religion,and profeſliun, fuch as 
were thoſe of Naples, France and Navar,though | doe not mE- 
tion Poitugall now united to us,nor Savoy(that hardly (lipt fro 
us)as of an adverſe and heretical faith. Ncycher is this rule left 
of,as the preſent kingdome of France,the State of Venice,the 
Low-countries, Bohemia, (now al labouring for life under our 
plots)apparantly manifeſt, This way therfore | bene my engins

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Firſt itis well obſerved by the wiſdome of our State, that, the 
_  Kingof England, who otherwiſe is one of the moſt accopliſhe 
"Princes that ever raign'd , exireamly hunts after peace, and ſo 
affeas the true naive of a Peacemaker, as that for it he wil doe 
or ſuffer any thing. And withall ti;ey have beheld the gene- 
rall bountie & munificence of his mmde, and the neceflity of 
the ſtare ſo exlauſted, as it is unable to ſupply his deſires, who 
onely ſeeks to have that he might giue to others, Vpon thoſe 
adyantages they have given out their direions and inftruQi- 
ons both to me and ochets, and I haue obſerved the ſo farre as 
] was able. 

And for this purpoſe, wheras there was a marriage propoun- 
ded betwixt them and us, (howloever I ſuppoſe our State roo 
devout to deale with heretiques in this kinde in good earneſt, 
yet)] made that a cover for much intelligence,aad a meanes to 
obiaine whatloever I deſired, whileft the Seate of England lon 
ged after thatm.iriaze , hopeing thereby (though vainely) ro.

To the firſt objeStion the Popes Nuntio anſwered, that his 
holynes for the Catholique caule wouid dilpenle with the mar- 
riag?, though It were with a Turke or infidel.

To the ſecond objection the Ambaſſadour himſelfe anſwe- 
red, ſaying , that though the Engliſh generally loathed the 
matche, and would as he thought boy it off with halfe of their 
eſtates, (hating the nation of Spain,and theirreligion,as appe- 
ared by an uproare and atlault a day or two before his depar- 
ture from London bythe Apprentices, who feemed greedy of 
ſuch an occation ro vent their owne ſpleenes, in doing him or 
any of his a miſchiefe) yer two ſorts of people unmeaſurably 
delired the match might proceed. Firlt the begging and beg- 
garly Courtyers, that they might have to furniſh their wants. 
Secondly the Romiſh- Catholiques, who hop:d hereby at leaſt 
for a moderation of fynes and lawes, perhaps a tolſeraaiun,and 
perhaps a tatal reſtauration of their religion in England, In 
which regard(quoth he )I haue knowne fome zealous perſons 
proteſt, that if al their friendes and halferheir eſtates could pro 
cure the the ſervice of our Lady ( if ſhe came to be matied too 
their Prince ) they would freely uſe the meanes: faithfully ro 
fight under her colours,when they might doe it ſafely. And if 
1t came to portion, they would underhand contribute largely 
of theireſtates tothe Spaniſh ColleRor, and make up halfe che 
portion out of themſelyes, perhaps more, So that by this mari- 
age it might be ſo wrought, that the (tate ſhould rather be robd 
and weakened (which is our ayme) then ſtrengthened, asthe 
Engliſh vaincly hope. Belides in a ſmall tyme they ſhould 
worke (o far into the body of the State, by buying Othces and 
the like, whether by fea or land, of Luſtice civil oreccl-(1aſtical, 
in Church or State ( all being for money expoſed to ſale ) char 
with the helpe of the Tefuites, they would undermine them 
with meere wit ( without gunpowder) and leave the —_ 
but a fewe {ubj:&s whoſe taithes hee might rely upon, whill 
they were of afaith adverſe ro his. For what catholiqie body 
that is ſound at the hart , can abile a corrupt and keretical 
head ? 

With that the D#ks, Media del rio Secco, prefident of the 
B 2 CoOuncel 
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councel of wart and one of the councel of State roſe up and 
fayd his Fredeceſſors had felt the force and wit of the Engliſh 
in $3. And he had cauſe to doubt the Catholiques themſclyes 
that were Engliſh and nor fully Ieſuited , wpon any forrei gne 
invaſion would rather take part with their owneKing(thoygh 
2 heretique)then with his Catholique Majzftic a ſtranger. 
The Ambatliadour deſired him to be of another minde ſince 
- firſt for the perions generally their bodies by long diſuſe of ar: 
mes yvere diſabled and their mindes efteminated by peace and 
luxury, farfromthat they were in 83, when they were dayly 
ficſhtin our blood and made hearty by cuſtomary conquelts, 
And forthe affeRis of thoſe whom they call Recuſants(quoth 
hce)1 know the bitternes of their inveterate malice, & haue ſeg 
ſo farr into their natures as I dare ſay they will be for Spaine 
againſt all the world. Yer(quoth hee )I aſſure your Honours I 
could not imagine ſo baſcly of their King and State 8s 1 haue 
" heard them ſpeake. Nay their rage hath ſo perverted their 
judgements that what I my ſelf haue ſeen and heard proceed 
from their King beyond admiration,even to aſtoniſhmet,they 
hauc ſlighted, milreported, ſcorned, and perverted to his diſ- 
grace and my reioycing,magnitying in the meane time our de- 
tes, for graces. | 
_ _ Herethe Dake Paſtrana prelident of the Councell for Italy, 
Keps up and fayd, he had lately read a booke of one Camdens 
calied his Annalles, where writing of a treaty of mariage lon g 
fince betwixt the Engliſh E/izaberh & the french Duke of A»- 
diox,he there obſerves thatthe mariage vyas not ſeriouſly ints- 
ded on eyther ſide , but politickly pretended by both States, 
counterchangeably , that cach might effe& their owne ends. 
There(quoth he )the Engliſch had the better,and I have ſo- 
me cauſe to doubt,fince they can-diffemble as vyel as wee,that 
they. haue their aymes-underhand, as we baue, and intend the 
match aslictleas wedoez And this-(quorh he) I belzeve the 
rather becauſetheir Kingas heis wiſe to conſult and conſider, 
ſoheis a conſtant maſter of his word, and hath written and gi- 
yen ſtrong reaſons againlt marches made yvith perſons of con- 
 trary religions, which reaſons no other man can anſwere, and 
therefore doubtlellc hg wit not go from or coancdll his ſonne

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to forſake thoſe rules layd Jown fo deliberately. 

Your Excellency miſtakes(quoth the Ambaſſadour)the ad- 
yantage was the one the fide of the Engliſch, becauſe the Frech 
ſought che match:now it mult be on ours, becauſe the Engliſh 
ſceck ir, who will grant any thing rather the breake off,and be- 
ſides hauc no patience to temporize and difſemble in this or 
any other diſigne as the French hauelong fince'wel obferucd: 
for their neceſlicies will giue them neithertime, norreſt,nor 
| hopeels where to be {upplyed. As tor their King | cannor ſe- 
arch into his hare, I muſt beleeve others that preſume to know 
his minde,heare his words,and read his writings,and thefe re- 
late vyhat [ haue delivered: But forthe reſt of the people as the 
number of thoſe that are trucly rcligious are ever the leaſt and 
forthe molt part of leaſt accompt , ſo is irthere, where if an 
equall oppoſition be made betwixe their truely religious and 
ours,the remainder which wilbe the greateſt number will ſtand 
indifferent and fall co the ſtroger lide wherethere is moſt hope 
of gaine and glorie,for thoſe two are the gods of the magnitu= 
de & the multitude, Novv thele ſee apparantly no certain ſup- 

lyes of their wants but from us. 

Yes(quoth the D#ke)'or even now you ſaydthe general ſtate 
loathing this match vvould redemethefteare there of with half 
of their eſtates. It is theacetore bur calling aParliamenr and the 
bulines were ſoon ctteQed. | 

A Parliament(quoth the Amba(ſadour) nay thereinlies one 
of the principal ſervices I haue done in working ſuck a diſlike 
betwixt the King and the lower houſe by the endeuor of that 
honourable Earle and admitable Engine ( a ſure ſervant:to vs 
and the catholike cauſe while he lived) as the King will never 
indure Parliament againe, butrather ſuffer abſolute want then -: 
receive conditionall rchet from his ſubjets. Beſides the 
matter was ſo cunningly caried the laſt Parliament, rhatas in 
the powder plot the fact effeRed ſhould have been imputed to - 
the Puritans ( che greateſt-zelots of the Calvinian ſeR Y'lo the 
propoſition which damde up theprocedings of thisParliamet 
howſocuer they were inverted by Romane Catholiques and by 
che inteded todiſturbe thar ſeſſion,yer were propounded in fa- 
 yorofthe Puritans, as if they had bee hamercdin their forge. 

= Which 
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Parliament ſhould inquire into their actions, that they uſe all 
their ac and induſtrie co withſtad ſuch a councell;periwading 
che King be may rule by his abſolute prerogative without a 
Parliament, and thus furniſh himſelf by warying with us, and 
by other domeſtick projeRts, without {ubfidics : when, levying 

of ſubſidies and taskes have been the onely uſe princes haue 
made of ſuch aflemblies. And wheras ſome tree mindes amogt 
the reſembling ourNobilitic who preſerve the priviledge of {ul 
jects againſt ſoveraign invalion,call for the courle of the com- 
mon lavve,(alawe proper to their nation)thele other tyme ſer- 
vers cry the lawes down and cry up the prerogative, wherby 
they prey upon the ſubje& by ſuites and cxaRtions, milk the 
| eſtate and keepitpoore , procure themſelves much ſuſpition 
noge the better & more judicious ſort, & hate amogſt th'op» 
preſſed commons, & yetit there ſhould be a Parliament ſuch a 
- courſeis taken as they ſhal never chooſe their ſheere Knights 
and Burgelles freely , who make the greater half of the body 
thereot , for thele being to be cleed by meſt voices of Free- 
holders in the countrey where ſuch clefions are to be made, 


are caried which vvay the great perſons vvho haue lands in 


thoſe countries pleaſe, who by their letrers command their 
"tenants, followers and friends to nominate {uch as adhere to 
them,and for the moſt part are of our f2Ris, and reſpeR their 
owne benefat or grace rather then their countries goodzyca the 
countrey peoplethemſclyes will every one (and tor the great 
man their Lord orneighbour, or maſter, vvithout regard of 
_ his honeſty, wiſdome, or religion. That which thcy ayme at 
(as1 am aflured of by faithful intelligence)is co pleaſe their lid- 
1ords & to renue their leaſe, in which regard they will betray 
their Countrey andreligion too, & cleR any man that may 

moſt profite their particular. Thercforc it is unlikely there 

{ſhould eyer bea Parliament , & impollible the Kings debts 
{hould bepayd, his vvants ſufficiently repaired, and himſclfe 
lefe 
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left ful handed by ſucha courſe, & indeed as it is cenerally 
chought) by any other courſe but by a mariage with vs, For 
which cauſe whatlocver proieet we lift to attEpt, enters ſafely 
at that dore, vviullt their policie lizs aſleepe an wili nor ſee 
the danger, I haue mad: triailot thele particulars, ard found 
few exceptions in this geacrall rule, 

There by I and thewr ovvne wants togither haue kepr them 
from furniſhing their Navy,which being che wal of cheir tland, 
& once the lirongelt in Chriltendomelies now at roade unxc- 
med & fic for ruine, If ever vve doubted their ſtrength by ſea, 
now vve need nor,there are but few ſhips or men able co looke 
abroad orto liveina fto:me,muchlelle in a ſea fighe. This [ 


_ eff:ed by bearing them in hand the furniſhing a Nayy bred 


ſuſpition in my malter & {o would aycrt his mind frc.v this 
match, the hope of vvhich rather then they would looſe, they

Secondly all thetr voyages roche Eaſt Indies I permit rather 
vvitha colourablereliftance then a ſerious, Becauſe I feethem 
not helpful bur hurttull co che fate in general], carying-out 
gould and (iIver bringing home tpece, filks, feathers, and the 
like toyes, and intenltble waſting the common ſtock-of coyne 
and bullyon, whilit ic h:ls the Cuiltometouſe and ſome private 
purſes. who thereby are inavle to keep this drſcommodity on 
foot by bribes ; eſpecially io many great perſons (even Statc(- 
men ) being ventuiers and ſharers ia the gaine. Belides this 
walteth their Mariners,not oe of ten returnine. Which I am 
glad to heare, for tiiey are the men vve (tand in teare of. 

3. As tor their Welt indian voyages, | withſtind them in 
earnſt becauſe they begin co jnhabir theres and to fo: tifie them- 
ſelves 3 ani may in cy me there p2rhaps raiſe an ot.;er England. 
to withſtand our new Spainein America, as this old England 
oppoſeth our preſent State, and cloudes the glorious extent 
therof in Europe.. Belides there they trade for commodities 
yvithout waſt of their tr:alure, & often returne gould for 
knives,glaſies, or the like trifles,and that without ſuch lofle of 
their Mariners as in other places. Therefore I croſt yyvhatſo?z- 
ver intendements were projected for Virginea or the Bermu- 
das ; becauſe 1 ſce they may be hereafter really helpe Full _ 

them,

ther,as novy they ſerve for draines to unloade their populous 
State, which clie would overflow its own bancks by continu- 
ance of peace,and turnc head upon itſelf or make a body fir for 
any rebellion. 


And fo tarre I prevayled herein, as I cauſed moſt of the Re. 


cuſants vvho were ſharers to withdraw their venters & diſcou- 
rage the vvork, ſo that belides private perſons unable to clieR 
much,nothing was done by the publike purſe. And we know 
by experience ſuch voyages and plantations are not efteted 
without great meanes to ſuſtaine greatdifficluties,and with an 
anwearicd reſolution and power, to mecte al hazards and difa- 
ers with ſtrong helpes and continuall ſupplics,or elſe che un- 
dertaking proues idle. 

4 Fourchly. By this meanes likevviſc I kept the voluntary 
forces from Veniceguill it vyas almoſt too late to ſet out, And 
had a hope that work of ſeacrecy ſhould haue broken torth to 
aRion,before theſe could haue arrived to ſuccour them.

Neyther vyas I much greeved at this g 
becauſe the Dependancy they had before of the Engliſh ſce- 
med novy to be cut off, and theintereft the Engliſh hadin the 
and their cauſe to be taken avyaygvyhich muſt be ſully and fi» 
nally cfteed before we can hope eyther to conquer them or 
England, who holding togither are too ſtrong for the world ar 
ſea , & therefore mult be diſunited, before they can be over.

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6. But the laſt ſervice I did forthe State , was not the leaſts 
when I underwrought that admirable Engine Raleigh, and fo 
was the cauſe his yoyage(threatning fo much daunger and do- 
mage to us) was overchrowne, and himfelte returning in dif- 
grace, I purſacd almoſt todeath,neither (I hope)need I {ay ak 
moſt,jf all chings hit rzght, and all ſtrings hold. Bur the deter- 
mination of my commuſion , yyould nor permit me longer to 
ſtay to follow him to- execution , vvhich I delired the rather, 
chat by conceſſion I might hane wtung from the inconfiderate 
Engliſh, an acknowledgement of my maſters «ar in theſe 
places, puniſhing him for attempting chere,though they might 
qoare=n'n tor the firſt foot; And this I did to ſtop theit mouthes 

creafter , and becauſe I would quench the heace & yalour of 
chat nation , that-none ſhould dare hereafter toundertake che 
like, or be {o hardy as talooke at'our ſea, or brearhe upon. our 
Coaftes, And laftly becauſe T would britg'toan ignominious 
death,thart old Prat, who is one of the laſt now living ,' bred 
under that deceaſed Engliſh Frago, and by her fleſhrt in; our 
blood and ruine. To dove this] had maniy;Agents, firſt divers 
Courtiers who were hungrie and gaped'wide'for Spaniſh 
gould; ſecondly ſome that bare him: ar the heare for invererate 
quarrels;T hirdly ſome forreigners who having in vaine ſought 
the Elixer hictherco,hope co finde it in his head; Fourthly allme 
of the Romutſh faith vhs are of the Spaniſh faction, and would 
haue been my bloodhounds, ro hunt him or any ſucly to deach 
willingly , as perſons hating the proſperine of their Country, 
and the valour,worth,and wit of their owne nation, 1n reſpect 
of us and our Catholike caule ; Laftly I left behinde mee tuch 
an inſtrument compoſed artificially of a ſecular underſtanding 
and archgious profeſſion as hee i$every way adapted co ferue 
himſelf into the cloſet of the heart, and to worke upon temi- 
nine lenity, who inthat county haue maſculine {pirirs to com- 
mand and purſue their plots unto death. This therefore I ac- 
comprt as done, & tejoyce init,' knowing it vvill be very proft- 
table to us, gratefull coour faction there; and for the reſt, what 
though it be crofTe tothe people, or the Glergy?vvc' that onely 
negoriare for our owne gaine , andtreate about this mariage 


for our ewne ends,can conclude or breake off whetrwe ſee our 
Ts c time, 
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time,without reſpe& of ſuch as can neither profit us, nor hurt 


-us; for I haue certaine knowledge that the commons generally 


are {o effeminare. and cowardly, as that they at their mufters 


{which are {cldome and ſlight, onely for the benefit of their 
muſter-maſter) of a'thouſand ſouldiers', ſcarce one hundred 
dare diſcharge a musket , and of that hundred,ſcarce one can 
uſe it like a ſfouldier. And for their armes, they are lo ill proyi- 


ded, that one corſclet ſeryerh many men , when ſuch as ſhey 


their armes upon one day in one place,lend them to cheirfreds 
in other places ro ſhew when chey haue ule. And this if it be 
ſpied,is only puniſhed by amulct in the purſe, which is the ofth- 
cers aime,who for his advantage winkes atthe reft, and is glad 
ro findeand cheriſh by connivence, profitable faults which in- 


creaſe his revenue. Thus ſtands the ſtate of that poore miſera- 


ble country,which had neyer more people and fewer men . So 


that if my maſter ſhould reſolve upon an invalion,the time ne- 


yer fits as at this preſent, ſecuritie of this mariage and the diſuſe 
of armes having caſt them iato a dead(leepe, a ſong and wa- 
kening faction being everamongſt them ready to aſlift us, and 
they being unprovided of ſhippes and armes,or hearts co fight, 
an univerſall diſcontentment filling all men. Thas I haue trom 
their mufter-maſters and Captaines, who are many of them of 
our religion, or of none, and ſo ours, ready to be bought and 
ſould,and delirousro be my maſters ſervants 1n fee. 4, 
Thus much tor the {tare particularly , wherein I haue bent 
my ſelte ro weaken them and ſtrengthen us,& in all thelc haue 
advanced the Catholicke cauſe, bur eſpecially,an procuring fa- 


voursfor all ſuch as{ayour that lide, and croſting che other by 


allmeanes, AndthisI praCtiſe my ſelte & give out to be gene- 
rally practiſed by others,that what{oever ſuccelle I finde, I till 
boaſt of the victory, which I doe co dishearten the heretiques, 


to make them ſuſpicious one of an other, eſpecially of their 


Prince and their beſt Stace{men,and to keepe our owne in cou- 
rage;who by this meanes ucreaſe, otherwiſe would be in dan- 
gerto decay. ; "4H 
Now for religion , and for ſuch deſignes as fetch their pre- 
rence from thence, I beheld the policic of that late Biſhop of 
theirs (Baneroft) who ſtird up and maintained a Foagoons 
ic 
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ſchiſme, betweene our ſecular Priefts and Teſuites, by which he 
diſcovered much weaknes, to the diſhonour of our clergic,and 
prejudice of our cauſe. This taught me (as it did Barnevelt in 
the Low countries) to worke ſecretly and inſenlibſy betweene 
cheir Conformiſts and Non=-conformiſts, / and to caft-an eye as 
far as the Orcades ; knowing that buſynes might be ſtirred u 

there,that might hinder proceedings in England,as the French 
evcruſed Scotland to call home the forces of England, and ſo 
ro prevent their conqueſts, The effe you haue partly ſeene in 
the Earle of Argile,who ſometimes was Captaine for the King 
_ and Church againſt the great Marquis Huntley, & now hghts 
under our banner at Braxels, leaving the crofles of $, George & 
S. Andrewefor the ſtaffe of S. Iames. Neither doe our hopes 
end here, but we daily expe& more revolters,at leaſt ſuch a diſ- 

union as wil never admit {olid reconcilemet, but will ſend ſome 
to us,and ſome ro Amſterdam, For the King (a wife and vigt- 
lant Prince) Jlabouring tor a perfe& union betwixt both the 
kingdomes, which he ſees cannor be cffeted, where the leaſt 
ceremony 1n religion 1s continued,divers ſharp and bitter brau- 
les from thence ariling , whilſt ſome ſtriving tor honour more 
then for cruch, prefer their owne way & w!:l, betore the general 
peace of the Church & the edification of ſoules)he I ſay ſeekes 
to worke both Churches to unjformitie, and to this end made 
a journey into Scotland, bur with no ſuch ſuccelle as he expec- 
ted, for divers of ours attended the traine, who ſtirred up hu- 
mors and factions, and caſt mm ſcruples and doubrs to hinder & 

crolle the proccedings ; yea thoſe that ſceme molt adverle to 

us and adyerſe from our opinions, by their diſobedience and 

example helpe forward our plots, and theſe are incouraged by 

a fadtious and heady multitude, by a faint & irreſolyce clergie, 
(many falſe brethre being amogſt cheir Bps.)& by the prodigal 

Nobilitie who maintaine theſe ftirs in the Church, that there- 

by they may ſafely keepe their Church-livings in their hands, 

which they haue moſt facrilegioully feaſed upon 1n the time of 
the firſt detormatio, & which they teare would be recovered by 

the Clergy it they could be brought to brotherly peace & agre- 
ment;for they haue ſecne the King very bountiful in this kind, 


hauing lately increaſed their pel1058 ſetled theClergy a copeter 
2 mainte- 
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mairitenance,& beſides out of his owne meanes vvhich in that 


*kingdome is none of the 1 af brought in and reſto- 


red whole Biſhopriks ro the Church,which were beforc un lay- 
mens hands, a great partof the Nobilities cftates conliſting of 
ſpiricuall lands,vyhich makesthem cheriſh che puritanicall fac- 
tion , who will be:content to be trencher-fed with ſcraps and 
crummes and contributions and arbitrary benevolences from 
their Lordsand Lairds and Ladies, and their adherents and fol- 
lowers. 

Bur (quoth the Inquiſitor generall) how if this a& of the 
Kings, whercin hee is mott carneft and conftant, ſhould fo tar 
thrive,as it ſhould efte& a perte&t union both in the Church & 
Common wealth? I tell you 1 would in my conceite be a great 
blowe to us,if by a generall meering a generall peace ſhould be 
concluded;andalltheirforces bent againſt Rome ; and we ſec 


_ their politick King aimes at this. 


True(quoth Gondamore)but he takes his marke amitſe, how- 
ſoever hee underſtand the people and their inclination better 
then any man, and better knowes how to temper their paſlions 
and affecions; for (belides that he 1s hindred there in Scotland 
underhand by ſome forthe reaſons betore recited, and by other 
great ones of ours whoare in great place & authoritie amongſt 
them) hee is ikewiſe deluded in this point even by his owne 
Clergic at home in England, who pretend to be moſt forward 
inthe cauſe. For they conlidering 1f a generall uniformitie 
were wrought, what an inundation would tollow, whilft all or 
moſt of theirs(as they feare) would flock thitherfor preferment 
(as men prelling towards the funne for ighrand hearte) and fo 
their owne ſhould be unprovided; thele therefore(] {ay)how. 
ſocyer they beare the King fairly in hand,are underhand againg 
it,and ſtand ſtiffe for all ceremonies to be obtruded with a kin. 
de of abſolute nece{htie upon them,when the other wil not he 
almoſt drawne to receive any. When 1t an abatement were 
made, doubtlefle they might be drawne to meete in the mj4_. 


 deft;butthereisno hope of this with them,where neither party 


dealcs ſeriouſly, bnt onely for the preſent, to ſatisfie the Kin g: 
. andſo there 15 nofeare on our {ide that affeftions and opinions 


ſo divers,will ever be reconciled and made one . Their Biſhop 
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of S. Audrevves ftands almoſt alone in the eauſe,and puls upon 
himſelf the labour, the lofle and the envie of all;with little pro- 
ficiencic, whilſt the adverſe faftion haue as ſure friends and as 
go00d intelligence a bout the King as he hach, and the ſame Poſt 
perhaps that brings a packet from the King to him, brings ano- 
ther from their Abcttors co then, acquainting thern with the 
whole proceedings and counſels, & RP them aforehand 
for oppoſition : this I know for truth , and this I retoyce 1N, as 
conducing much to the Catholick good. $ 

Butr(quorh the Nuntio)are there none of the hereticall prea- 
chers bulic about this match? Me thinkes their 6n gers ſhould 
itch to be writing and their rongues burn to be prating of this 
buſynes, eſpecially the puritanicall ſort, howſoever x. moiſt 
temperate and indifferent cary themſelves, 

The truth is my Lord'(quoth the Ambaſſadear) that private- 
ly what they can, and publiquely what they dare, both in Eng- 
laud & Scotland all for the moſt part (except ſuch as are of our 
faith) oppoſe this matclr to their utmoſt, by prayers, counſels, 
ſpecches, wiſhes; but if any be found longertongued then his 
fellowes, we haue ſtil meanes to charme their fawcinefle, to f1- 
lence them, and expell them the Court, to diſgrace them arid 
croſſe their preferments,with the impuration pragtnaticke Pu- 
ritaniſme.. For inſtance F'will relate this parttcuJat; A Door 
of theirs and a Chaplaine in ordinary to the Kifttg, gane'many 
reaſons1n a letter againſt this matiage , and proponnded'a way 
how to fapply the Kings wants otherwiſe, which 1 underſtan- 
ding, ſe wrought underhand, that the DoQor was committed, 
and hardly eſcaped the day fer of his preſttmpruous admoni- 
tion, thouph the ſtate knew hiszntent was honeſt, and his rea- 
ſons good, Wherein wee or: the orherfide, (both here and 
with the Arch Duke) hane had bookespentred, and pidures 
printed,direcly againſt their King and ſtate, for which cheir 
Ambaſladourshaue ſought fatisfa&ion of us itt yaine, not be- 
ing able to ſtay the print, or ſonmch asro touch the hem of 
the-Authors garment, But wee haue an evaſion, which here- 
ticks mife,, our Clergre bemyg freed from the'remporall ſword, 
and. ſo not included 1n our treaties and conditions of peace, 
but at lbertie to give any hereticall Prince the Mate when 

G3 they 
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muzled for barking), when ours may both barke and bite too, 
The Councell table,and the ftar-Chamber do ſo terrifie them, 
2s they dare not riot, but run at the ftirrop in excellent comiad, 
and come in at the leaſt rebuke. They call their preaching in 
many places ſtanding up, but they crouch and dare not ſtand 
up nor queſt, behane theſelves like Setters, falent and creeping 
upon their bellies, licke the duſt which our Prieſts ſhake from 
their beautifull teere. 

Now(quoth the Duke of Lerma) ſatisfie me about our owne 
Clergic how they fare, For there were here Petitions made to 
the King in the name of the diſtreiſed,afflited, perſecuted and 
impriſoned Prieſts, that his Mateſtie would intercedefor them, 


ro tree them from the 1ntollerable burdens they groned under, 


and to procure their liberties : and lerters were direted from 
us to that end, that you ſhould negotiate this demand with all 
ſpecd and diligence. 

Moſt excellent Prince (replyed Gondamore) I did your com- 
mand with akinde of command my ſelte; not thinking it fit to 
make it a ſuite in your name or my Maſters, I obtained them 11- 
bertie to walke frecly up and downe, to facc and outface their 
accuſers, Iudges, Magiſtrates, Biſhops, and to exerciſe their 
fun@ions almoſt as freely altogether as ſafely as at Rome, 

Here the Nuntio objetedghat he did not well to his judge+« 
ment in procuring their ibertie, ſince they might doe more 
good 1n priſon then abroad. Becaulc in priſon they ſeemed to 
be under perſecution,and ſo yvere pittied of others; and pittie 
of the perion,prepares the affe&ion turcher, Beſides, then they 
were carctul oyer their owne livesto give no oftence:but abro- 
ade they might be ſcandalous in their lives, as they uſe to bein 
Rome and Spaine,and other Catholik countreys;and ſo the opi= 
nion of their holynefle which upholds their credit and cauſe 
(againſt the maried Clergie)would ſoone decay. 

Bur the Amballadorreplyed , he conſidered thoſe inconve- 
nicnces, but beſides a ſuperior command, he ſaw the profit of 
their ibertie more then of their reſtraint. For now they mighr 
treely conferre,and were ever prattiling,and would doubtleile 

produce ſome worke of wonder. And beſides by reaſon of 


their 
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their authoritie and meanes to change places, did apply them- 
{elves to many perſons; wheras in priſon they onely could deale. 
with {uch as came to be caught, or were their owne before. 
And this (quoth he)I adde asa ſecret, that as before they were 
maintained by private contributions to devout Catholiques 
even taexcelle,ſo much more now ſhall they be able to gather 
great ſummes, to weaken the State, and furniſh them for ſome 
high attempt, by the example of Cardinall //oolſey barrellin g 
up gold for Rowe, And this they may ealily doe , lince all Ca» 
tholiques rob the hereticall Priefts and withhold tythes from 
them by fraud or force,to give to theſe of their owne to whom 
it is properly due: Andifthis be ſ{pied,it is an calie matter to lay 
all upon the Hollander, and ſay, «9 carries the coyne out of the 
land (who arc forward enough indeed, in ſuch practiſes) and 
ſo ours ſhall not onely be excuſed, but a flawe made bertwixt 
them to weaken their amities, & beget ſuſpition berwixt them 
of cach others loue.,; 

But amongſt all theſe prieſts(quoth the Inquiſitor general) 
did you remember that old,reverend,father Baldiwin,who had 
a finger in that admirable attempt made on our behalte againtt 
che Parliament houſe? ſuch as * deſcrving ſo highly, adyen- 
ruring their lives ſo reſolutely. for the Catholique cauſe, muſt 
not be negleed, but extraordinarily regarded, thereby toin- 
courage others to the like holy undertakings... 

Holy father(quorh Gondamor) my principall care was of him, 
whole life and libertie when I had with much drfhiculcie obrai- 
ned of the King, 1 ſolemnly went 1a perſon, attended with all 
my. trarne,and divers other well willers to tetch him. our. of the 
Tower where he was in durance, Alloone as, 1 came in his fight 
I behayed my ſelf atter ſo lowly &.hible a maner, that our ad- 
verſarics ſtood amazed to behold the reverence we giue toour 
ghoſtly fathers. And this I did co confound them & their con- 
tempruous Clergie, and to beget an extraordinary opinion of. 
holinelle in the perſon, & pierie in us, and allo to provoke the

And that they may 
doe this the more boldly and ſecurely, I haue ſomewhar daſhe 
the authoritie of their high Comithonz upon which whereas 
there are diverſe Purſevants (men of the worſt kinde and con- 
dition, reſembling our Fhes & Familiars, attending upon the 
inquiſition) whoſe office and imployment it 1s to diſturbe the 
Catholiques , ſearch their houles for Pri-fs, holy veſtments, 
bookes, beades,crucifixes, and the like religious appurtenances; 
T have cauled the execution of their office to be flackned, thar 


ſo an open way may be given to our ſpirituall inſtruments for 


the free exerciſe of their faculties. And yet when theſe Prrſe- 
wants had greateſt authoritie , a ſmall bribe in the Countrey 
would blinde their eyes, or a little greater at Court or in the 
Excheaquer fruſtrate and crofle all their ations, ſo that their 
malice went off like ſquibs,made a great crack to fright childre 
and new borne babes, but hurt nv old men of Catholique ſpi- 
rits. And this is theeffe&t of all other their courles of procee- 
ding 1n this kinde,in all their 1udiciall Courts. whither knowne 
catholiques (convicted as they ftilethem) are often ſummond 
and cited,threatned and bound over, but the danger is paſt af? 
ſoon as the officer hath his fee payd ro him,then the execution 

octh no further, Nay upon my conſcience they are glad when 
ere are offenders in that kinde , becauſe they are bountifull: 
and the officers doe their beſt to tavour them , that they may 


increaſe,and ſo their revenue and gaine come in freely, 


And if they ſhould beſent to priſon, even that place (for the 
moſt part)is made as a Sanctuary to them : as the old Romanes 
were wont to ſhur up ſuch by way of reſtreint,as they meant to 
_ from the peoples tury;ſo they live ſafe in priſon till we 

aue time to worke their liberrite and aſſure their lives. And in 
the meane time their place of reſtraint is asa ftudy unto them, 
where they haue opportunitie to confer together as in a Col- 


ledge,and ro arme themſelvesin unityragainſtthe ſingle adver- 


fary abroad. 
But (quoth the Inquiſitor generall) how doe they for boo-
